This event, which falls on the fourth 
anniversary of the sinking of the Lua- 
itaitia, marks one of the historic dates 
in the giant, conflict- It comes 177 days 
after the last .shot of the war was fired 
oh Koymebcr 11, 1918. 


»The German delegates, when they -en- 


ter the dining room of the Hotel Tri- 
anon at Versailles at about 3 o'clock 
thin afternoon will find present the rep- 
resentatives of 22 nations when plans 
lor the presentation of the troaty were 
decided upon sometime ago, it was de- 
termined that only }3 nations which 
had taken an efficient part in the fight- 
ing should witness the ceremony. 


It, wan decided yesterday, however,

New York, Mny 7.--The treaty hand- 


ed .to the Germans today at Versailles 
is "the result of the work gf the repre- 
sentatives of the allied and associated 
powers arrayed against Germany who 
ronvened officially on January 18, less 
than four months ago. 
The time be- 
tween the armistice, Nov. 11 and'Jan. 
18 WHS occupied in preparing claims 
and reports in the selection of delegates 
and in their travel to Paris. 


President Wilson and the American 
lcKates sailed from New York on De- 
cember 4, 1918, and when the president 
set foot at Brest on Dec. 13 he was the 
first American president to visit Eu- 
rope while in office. 
The intervening 


month before the opening of the con- 
ference was spent by the President in 
becoming acquainted with allied states- 
men and in visiting England, Italy and 
parts of France, 


The first net of the peace conference 


at its meeting on Jan. 18 was to elect 
OecorRe.s 
Clempneeau, 
premier 
of 
France, as chairman. On Jan. 21, the 
conference' adopted, .the. proposal that 
all Russian factions meet on the Prin- 
cess Islands to discuss the Russian situ- 
ation. Nothing ever came of the pro- 
posal. Three days later ttie*con.(orence 
ordered fighting over disputed territory 
to cease. 
The plan for the League ,of .Nation* 


was concurred in by fh»tunnnit»nintm 
Jan. 24,- and a committee was appointed. 
to draw up a. covenant. Discussion, in 
the supreme council or. Council of Te'n, 
•which 
included 
two 
representatives 


from Great Britain, France, Italy, Ja- 
pan and the United States then turned 
to the form of the future Rovernment 
of territory freed from enemy rule and 
on Jan. 30, the conference accepted the 
plan of mandatories i'or colonies and 
backward nations. 


On Feb. 14, the League of Nations 


oommisison reported the covenant it 
had prepared. 
President Wilson ' left 
Brest on Feb. 15, on his return to the 
United States. 
He arrived at Boston 
on Feb. 24. and, after explaining the 
league covenant and making several, 
speeches 
started 
on his 
return to 
France on March 5. and reached Krest 
on March 13. Meamvhile the work of 
ihe Council of Ten had Continued ex- 
cept for the interruption incident to the 
attempt to assassinate Premier Clem- 
enceeau on Feb. 19. 
The various commissions of the con- 
ference continued their labors uninter- 
ruptedly.

Cable Message From Paris 


Sets Earlier Date Than 
Was Expected by Leaders

Washington, May 7.—President 


Wilson issued a call by cable to- 
day for a special session ot con- 
gress to meet Monday, May 19. 


Secretary Tumulty, in making 


the announcement, said, it would 
be impossible, of course, for the 
president to be here on the open- 
ing day. The date fixed for the 
special session was much earlier 
than Democratic leaden had ex- 
pected. 


White House officials said that 


in namil*g an early date for the 
session. President Wilson was 
guided largely by the advice of 
Secretary Glass as the necessity 
of passing annual appropriation 
measures which failed in the clos- 
ing days of the hut session. 


General expectations are that 


soon after it meets the new con- 
gress will begin investigations into 
nany questions and charges mad* 
in connection with the conduct of 
the war. Republican leaden, 
however, have announced no con- 
clusion as to a general investiga- 
tion. 


The new congress will be faced 


with a mass of legislation, imme- 
diate action on which win be 
urged by several government de- 
partments. Betides the seven ap- 
Mwpriation bills, aggregating more 
than $4,000,000,000, which failed 
of passage at tbe latt, the list of 
unpassed measures include all re- 
construction legislation and bills 
defining the shipping policy, gen- 
eral railroad legislation, and deal 
ing with unemployment, labor and

been In session the past season. From 
a number of them, perhapti from all. 
come complaints of the "lobby " In 
some there In talk of Investigations of 
alleged "slush fundti" There in a wide 
spread feeling that many legislators 
are too susceptible to the systematir 
ed efforts made by special interest* to 
win their support. 


The "lobby" can not be wholly lepre- 


sented. 
Any legitimate interest* has 


a right to state Its case at public 
hearings. Also it would seem radical 
not to permit it to argue matters out 
with legislators in 
private conserva 


tlon. 


Agents who deal with legislators are 


very skillful in the persuasion business 
and very subtile in their approach. An 
unsophisticated man is easily misled 
by their social attentions. 


When 
legislators 
begin to accept 


dinner and sporting 
and automobile 


invitations from agents of private in- 
terests, they are getting on dangerous 
ground. People's ideas loosen up mar- 
vellously 
under 
such enticements. 


Many pledges are made' which later are 
regretted. 


Every state should have laws requir- 


ing the careful registration of lobby- 
ists. 
Any representative of a private 


interest seeking 
favorable 
legislative 


action, should be registered as a legis- 
lative agent. Legislators should know 
with whom they are dealing, and what 
motives are behind 
the 
approaches 


made to them. The principle should 
be established that it is an impropriety 
for the agent of a private interest to 
offer, or for a legislator to accept, so- 
cial attentions open to suspicion as a 
means of influencing legislation. 
v 


These agents should be required to 


meet the representatives of the people 
on a purely business basis, minus din- 
ners and jollifications 
They must dfe 


pend upon "the merits of their cause 
alone.
